A striko has been ia program 
lor some timo among some of Garry Bros, 
salesmen, 


Tho report was hoard over the entire east 


aide o£ tlio city, and many persons believing 
that an unrthquako had taken place ran from 
thoir residence panic striken. Tbo damage 
caused by tho explosion, as far as could bo 
ascertained, Is as follows: Four show win- 
dows in Garry Eros', establishment entirely 
destroyed; 110 panes o£ glass in Ridley's dry 
goods store on tho opposite side o£ tho street 
shattered; a largo number oC windows in tho 
Grand Street Presbyterian church and on 
tho olevulod railroad station were destroyed. 
Total loss is ostlmatod $3,000. Tho police 
havo arrested tho following persons on sus- 
picion: Joseph Lamb, a printer residing in 
Williamsburjr; William Britton, a waiter; 
Charles Henry, a laborer, and James Daly, 
a clerk. Tho prisoners wore arraigned in 
tho Essex Market polico court. Ail tho pris- 
oners wore arrested in tho vicinity of tho 
placo where tho oxplosion. occurred. 
The 


prisoner Lamb was found lying in tho streot 
badly cut about tho fact) and hands by fly- 
ing fragments. 


The explosion is supposed to havo beon 


tho ivor); oi a secret body of workmen who 
organized some timo u-ftor tho striko, which 
took placo among tho employes of Garry 
Brui bumo two months ago. Tho matter 
has beon placed in tho hands of Inspector 
Murray and Capt. Allaire, of tho Tenth pre- 
cinct, who will nmko a. thorough investiga- 
tion. 


Tho greatest activity is being displayod by 


the polico, and a thorough and searching in- 
vestigation will bo made iuto tho affair.
